There 
was color galore, for no other place 
like this cosmopolitan portal of the Em- 
pire's Western 'border, can furnish such 
a showing as this picturesque aquatic 
festival held in its admixture of Vic- 
torians anil excursionists in their holiday 
igarh, service men in their red and blue 
uniforms and gold braid, brown tribes- 
men, Chinamen — a cosmopolitan g:;i t li- 
ering.

tertained, was moored not far off, ani 
on either side without the long booms 
which marked the edge of the course, 
long rows of boats, canoes and olhcr 
craft were moored with their gaudily 
dressed and merry occupants. "While up 
and down the course Hilled the fleet 0' 
navy launches and private launches 
with their parties of spectators. On 
Curtis Point the Bays had their recep- 
tion tent, with the blue and white club 
Hnig flouting, and thence to the Gorge 
bridge tin? hanks were well lined— and 
I he bridge rails were black. The re- 
gatta is still a great attraction, and if 
the attendance and interest is any crit- 
erion, as great a feature of the celebra- 
tion as ever. 

There were several upsets, and in one 
instance, it was feared for u few min- 
utes that, an accident involving loss of 
life, hail taken place. A large sailboat, 
currying a number of passengers cap- 
sized during a sudden puff of wind in 
the vicinity of Curtis Point, and itsi oc- 
cupants, men, women and children, were 
thrown into the. water, where they 
struggled for some time.
